The l»w fixing the rate of postage 


on third class matter is as follows: 


Be it enacted, etc. That mail mat- 


ter of the third class shall embrace 
•11 pamphlets, occasional publica- 
tions, regular publications devoted 
primarily to advertisting purposes, 
OP fcr free circulation, or for circula- 
tion at nominal subscription rates, 
prices current, catalogues, annuals, 
handbills, posters and unsealed 
cir- 


cular*, prospectuses, books, bound 
or 
unbound, book 
manuscripts, 


proof sheets, maps, prints, engrav- 
ings, blanks, flexible patterns, 
sam- 


ple of merchandise, sample cards, 
photographic paper, letter envelopes 
and wrappers, cartls, plain and orna- 
mental paper, photographic repre- 
sentations, seeds, cuttings, bnlbs, 
roots, scions and all other matter 
which may be declared mailable by 
law M third class matter, and all 
other articles not above the weight 
prescribed by law which are not 
from their form or nature liable to 
rjertroy, deface or otherwise injure 
the contents of the mail bags or the 
person -of any one engaged in the 
postal service. AH liquids, poisons, 
glass, explosive materials and ot- 
Bcene books or papers shall bo ex- 
cluded from the mails. 


Sec. 2. That packages of matter of 


the third class shall not exceed four 
pounds in weight, and shall be sub- 
ject to examination and the rate of 
postage hereinafter provided. The 
postage on mail matter of the third 
class shall be at the following rate: 
For all distances 1 cent for each 
ounoe or fractional part thereof. 
Every package of the third class of 
mail matter shall bear the post mark 
of the office at which the same shall 
be mailed for transportation. 


Sec. 3. That postage on third-class 


matter shall be prepaid by stamps. 
If, however, the postage on third 
class matter mailed at an office shall 
be less than the fnll amount above 
prescribed in cases where the sender 
u known, such sender shall be noti- 
fied of the fact, and the amount of 
postage due shall be collected from 
such sender before the same shall be 
transmitted by mail. In case the 
sender is not known, and it has not 
been the evident intention of the 
party so depositing the package to 
place less than the full postage 
thereon, such package shall be for- 
warded and double the amount of 
the deficient postage shall be 
col- 


lected from the party to whom ii is 
addressed or delivered at the proper 
destination. 


Sec. 4. That the sender of any ar- 


ricle of the third class of mail mat- 
ter may write his or her name on the 
outside thereof, with the "form" 
kbove or preceding the same, or may 
write briefly or print on any pack- 
age the number and names oi the 
articles inclosed. 
Pubhsh-rs of 


newspapers and periodicals may 
print on the wrappers of newspapers 
or magazines sent from the office of 
publication to regular subscribers 
the time to which such subscription 
therefor has been paid. 


Sec. 5. That transient newspapers 


and magazines shall be admitted to 
•nd transmitted in the mails at the 
rate of one cent for every three 
ounces, or fractional part thereof, 
and one cent for each two additional 
ounces or fractional part thereof. 


Sec. 6. That this Act shall take 


effect on and after the 1st day of 
July, 
1876.

On Saturday last there was filed 


with the County Clerk articles of in- 
corporation of the Alameda Gold 
and Silver Mining Company, or- 
ganized for the purchase, develop- 
ment and working of gold and silver 
mines in Elko county, Nevada; prin- 
cipal place of business, Oakland; du- 
ration of existence, fifty years. The 
capital stock of the Company is $5,- 
000,000, divided into 50,000 shares 
of 8100. The first Board of Direc- 
tors or Trustees is composed of A. 
W. Bishop, S. F. Daniels, Samuel 
Milbury, J. L. Wetmore and C. E. 
Gillett—all residents of this city.
